IRELAND’S PAST A GUIDE TO 
THE FUTURE, 

At their meeting in the Melntyre Hall, 
Dublin, the Literary and Debating Society at- 
tached to St. Andrew's College, St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, were treated to a lecture 7 | 
Professor McAllister on “ Footprints of History ' 
in Ireland.” i 

The lecturer, in the course of his remarks, 
said that under their eyes a new Ireland was 
forming, and it would he their duty and 
privilege to help to shape it. It was possible 
that during the transition stage a few mistakes 
would be made, but after that the country 
would settle down to a time of great possibill 
ties. They should, however, turn their eyes 
to the nast as a guide to the future, and, for- 
tunately, Tfreland had a past, now remote, of 
which she might be proud, and which should 
form the foundation of her future life. He 
had ne intention of going into dates, but they | 
were important as. being the skeleton upon 
which history is formed. 

The Stone Age, he pointed out, ranged from 
10,000 to 2,000 B.C., the Bronze Age from 
2,000 to 400 B.C., and the Iron Age from 400 
B.C. onwards. St. Patrick’s Mission oceurred 
in 432, A.D.; Clonmacnois was founded in 549 
A.D., while Columcille} Mission was started 
in 563 A.D. Then came. the Norse invasion im 
795-1014, and the Norman ‘invasion in 1172. 
THE BRONZE AGE. 

_ Bomewhere about 2,000 B.C. people began to 
discover metals, and for some time they made 
their ornaments of gold. Before long they 
found that if they mixed it with a harder 
metal they got bronze, and so they came to the 
Bronze Age. About 400 B.C. a new race of 


them, am other things, the knowledge of 
how to work iron. They were still in the 
Iron Age, for iron was still the most important 
metal. 

The next important era in the history of 
Ireland was the mission of St. Patrick, by 
which the country was Christianised. In the 
foundation of Clonmacnoise they had the es- 
tablishment of one of the greatest universities 
of these ancient,times. It was a great school 
of learning, not only for Ireland, but for neigh- 
bouring countries. Another important cra 
was. the mission of 68t. Colmcille, or 
St. Columba, who was one of the first 
of the Irish missionaries that restored 
Christianity to many parts of Furope. Then 
came the Norse invasion, which ended with the 
defeat of the Danes at Clontarf in 1014. There 
were three pert of civilisation, three of 
Christianising, and three of invasion. 

With the aid of lantern slides, the lecturer 
described the records of the stone age, as shown 
by eromlechs and other ancient monuments in 
various parts of the country. Allusion was also 
made to the Newgrange tumulus near Drogheda. 
This was erected in honour of a great King, 
who was deified after his death, when he be- 


came one of the chief gods of the period. 
COUNTY WICKLOW GOLD, 

At this time Ireland wae the great source of 
gold for Northern Europe, the gravelly rivers in 
County Wicklow being especially rich, and in 
consequence of that the country was extremely 
rich in gold ornaments. | 

With the iron age came the introduction of 
the Celtic language, which was a most iunpor- 
tant member of thé European family. 

The Vikings, who founded the City of Dublin, 
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and came as enemias to the country, were 
finally converted 40 Christianity, Their ravages 
when they came first were responsible for fhe 
round towers erected near monasteries, which 
were intended for leok-out purposes as well as 
beifries.

Mr. Lloyd George, he 
said, was a man of great, but eccentric, 
genius, whose dictatorial methods had re- 
sulted in “the complete disappearance of 
the, doctrine of Cabinet responsibility.” 
This accusation may contain certain 
elements of truth, but Mr. Montagu 
should not have forgotten that, when the 
Cabinet and Parliament were calling for a 
change at the India Office, Mr, Lloyd 
George refused to sacrifice his favourite 
protégé. Mr. Montagu would not admit 
that he had committed an indiscretion ; 
and, if he had been indiscreet, 
he argued, his dismissal was totally un- 
justified. The Milner report and the 
Admiralty memorandum on the Geddes 
recommendations both had been published 
without the sanction of the Cabinet. Mr. 
Churchill's recent speech about Kenya 
Colony was in like case; yet none of the 
Ministers who were responsible for these 
blunders had been relieved of his office. 
Mr. Montagu concluded, therefore, that 
he had not been removed on account of 
the Indian telegram at all. The real 
reason for his sacrifice was ‘that the 
“Die-hard” Tories had called for his 
head on a charger, and the Premier, fear- 
ful of a personal defeat, had yielded to 
their cries, 

We are not concerned with Mr. 
Montagu’s quarrels with the Prime 
Minister and the Foreign Secretary. What 
is important is the effect of the whole 
business on British interests in the Kast. 
By the publication of the Viceroy’s 
telegram the Indian Government and, 
logically, His Britannic Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have given countenance to a pro- 
gramme which annuls the Treaty of 
Sévres. In the late war the liberation of 
the Sultan's oppressed subjects was cne 
It was 
achieved by the Covenant of the League 
of Nations and the Treaty of Savres, which 
set up Arab States in Mesopotamia and 
Transjordania, a Kingdom in the Hedjaz, 
a Jewish home in Palestine, a free 
Armenia, an autonomous Syria, under 
French tutelage, and a Hellenic régime in 
Smyrna and Thrace. The telegram which 
Mr. Montagu allowed to be published 
broadcast calls for the undoing of all these 
reforms. The Turk must be restored to 
European power. Greeks, Arabs, and Jews 
must be evicted from the territories which 
have been guaranteed to them by Britain’s 
word; and, while Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, and. Bulgaria must continue to 
suffer for their shares in the war, Turkey, 
by wirtue of her Moslem faith, must be 
treated as one of the victors, When 
Lord Curzon goes to Paris to negotiate 
a Near Eastern peace he will find Mr. 
Montagu'’s arguments marshalled against 
him in formidable array, 

The peace of the Near East and the 
maintenance of British prestige are prime 
essentials. They can be secured only 
through the friendship of the Moslem 
Arabs who have been appointed by Britain 
as guardians of Mecca, Medina, and 
Bagdad. These Arabs never would consent 
to the restoration of the Holy Places to 
the Osmanli Sultans, who, from the 
orthodox Moslem’s point of view, are little 
better than infidels, Any attempt to over- 
throw the Sévres Treaty would meet with 
the most determined resistance, and the 
resultant injury to British interests would 
be far greater than any damage which the 
purely Mohammedan agitation is likely 
to cause in India. The Indian problem is 
self-contained. The introduction of the

so well understood that its enemies can- 
not hope to make any capital out of them, 
Mr. Collins and his colleagues can afford 
to be patient; for the country is behind 
them. It knows what they want, and 
stands ready to support them at the polls. 
It does not know what the extremists 
want; but it is beginning to judge their 
policy by their methods, which it distrusts 
and dislikes more heartily from day to 
day. The Provisional Government is 
applying the methods of freedom to the 
establishment of a Free State. What sort 
of State do Mr. de Valera’s supporters 
propose to win by violence and intimida- 
tion? The country will take careful note 
of yesterday 's proceedings at Cork. It is 
manifest that the people of Cork favour 
the Treaty and will vote for it when the 
time comes; but outrageous efforts were 
made yesterday to prevent Mr. Collins 
from delivering his message to them. 
Apparently, the Republicans intend 
neither to state their own policy nor—if 
they can have their way—to allow their 
opponents’ arguments to be heard. They 
are much mistaken, however, if they think 
that the’electors will accept revolver shots 
as an adequate answer to Mr. Collins's in- 
quiry why Republican leaders are incit- 
ing Dail Éireann s troops to mutiny and 
are employing every device to delay the 
expression of the people s will. If Mr. de 
Valera persists in his refusal to repudiate 
such methods, the country will assume 
that he endorses them. The Free State 
leaders are taking the right course in ex- 
posing their enemies’ tactics and in carry- 
ing the fight for the Treaty into every 
constituency in Southern Ireland. The 
party which appeals to the people, trusts 
the people, and acknowledges and re- 
spects the people’s rights is the party 
that must win the day. 


Food Prices. 


Food prices remain higher in Southern 
Ireland than in any part of Great Britain; 
and it seems that during recent weeks 
our “ profiteers ” have been giving another 
turn to the screw. The small and slow 
decline of prices in 1921 has been checked 
since the beginning of the present year. 
Bread, butter, eggs, and milk show a 
slight reduction; but many articles con- 
tinue to defy the law which, in other 
countries, makes prices fall as supplies 
increase. There has been no appreciable 
reduction in the price of meat. The price 
of fowl in the capital of one of the chief 
poultry-producing countries of Europe is 
a public scandal. “Profiteering’’ in 
vegetables of all sorts—except, perhaps, 
potatoes—continues to be flagrant and un- 
ashamed. We are informed that, hardiy 
as Dublin is hit by such extortions, an 
even heavier toll is put upon the neces- 
saries of life in many parts of the South 
and West, and that the high cost of living 
is responsible for much of the present 
unrest in the ranks of Labour. Here, 
surely, is matter for investigation by the 
Provisional Government. Our Ministers 
would serve an urgent need by imstituting 
an inquiry into the cost of food prices, 
by basing an official standard of prices on 
the result, and by enforcing thatstandard 
with the help of adequate penalties. 
There is no reason why action of this kind 
should wait upon the general election.

China’s Troubles. 


Conditions in China are disquieting. 
The Government at Peking is at a 
stand-still for want of funds, and the 
Presidential authority is being set at 
naught by the rebellious attitude of the 
chief Cabinet Ministers. The anti- 
Government faction is headed by a 
“super-Tuchun,’’ or proconsul, named 
Wu Pei-fu; and this man is preparing 
actively for war. He has appropriated the 
revenues of the Peking-Hankow railway, 
and his seizure of the salt revenue and 
interference in the administration which 
is associated with it have caused no 
small commotion in the foreign Legations. 
Against him are ranked the Presidential 
forces, as well as the old. Anfu-ites 
admixture of reformed 
under the leadership 
of Chang Tso-lin, himself a former 
brigand chief. This man, strangely 
enough, now champions constitutionalism 
and the people's rights. He, not the 
President, is the real power in Peking to- 
day. Meanwhile, amid the preparations 
for war, the country is in a chaotic con- 
dition. Troops and police have not been 
paid for ee ó months, and even per- 
manent officials see no hope of getting 
their salaries.

Large Families. 


A few days ago M. Cognacq, the 
wealthy proprietor of a great Paris 
store, gave capital, producing one million 
francs a year, to the French Academy 
for the purpose of encouraging large 
families. This income will be dis- 
tributed in a hundred prizes of ten 
thousand francs to parents whose families 
number five or more, provided that the 
parents themselves are less than fifty 
years of age. In cases where the number 
of children in two or more families is the 
same, the prize will be won by the 
youngest parents. A few years the 
same gentleman put aside sufficient 
capital to produce an annual income of 
2,250,000 francs for the same ong, we 
Those who were happy enough to have 
nine or more children qualified for one of 
nine prizes of 25,000 francs apiece. The 
total property which M. Cognacq has 
given in such prizes represents a capital 
sum of 61,000,000 francs, or, at the normal 
rate of exchange, £2,440,000. Economic 
conditions are, to a great extent, the cause 
of France’s falling birth-rate and M. 
'a prizes ought to lessen the 
number of those who shrink from the 
responsibility of parenthood.

GERMANY’S WAR

ALLIES COMPLETE 
AGREEMENT. 


DISTRIBUTION PLAN.

The Allied Finance Ministers have 
reached a complete agreement on the 
various questions raised in connection with 
the distribution of German payments. 

It is suggested that of the first milliard 
of gold marks Britain ‘shall receive 
500,000,000, France 140,000,000, Belgium 
$30,000,000, and Italy 30,000,000. 
Germany's debts will be divided into 
two parts. One part is equal to the total 
of the inter-Allied debts, and this sum 
will only be demanded in the event of 
the United States claiming the repayment 
of their loans to the Allies. The other 
part will be mobilised in the form of a 
loan and paid to the creditors of Germany. 
America. has claimed the cost of her 
Army of Occupation on the Rhine.

tions by the improvement. of German finances, 
realised by means of effective eontrol, and by 
the issue of external’ loans contracted by Ger- 
many, and secured on her customs and such 
other resources of the Reich that the Repara- 
tions Commission may choose. 

The Ministers also conferred regarding the 
settlement of the dehis contracted by the Allie 
European Powers among themselves during the 
war.

OCCUPATION COSTS. 


The arrangement that has been signed by 
the Allied Finance. Ministers gives certain 
appreciable benefits to Franec, notably as re- 
gards the adoption of a system of fixed pay- 
ments for the costs of occupation.

INVITATION TO LORD DERBY.

COMMISSION'S REPORT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The following official communiqué has been 
issued by the Reparation Commission :— 

On March 8 the Reparation Commission issued 
a communiqué, giving details of the value of 
the payments, deliveries, and concessions by 
Germany from the Armistice until the end of 
1921. The total amounted to about 6,500,000,000 
of gold marks, this figure not iacluding objects 
returned in “' restituiion,” certain paper mark 
payments and services rendered directly by 
Germany to the Armies of Occupation, sums 
paid to the clearing offices and the costs of the 
various commissions, for the expenses of which 
Germany is responsible. 

Of these commissions the Reparation Com- 
mission and the Committee of Guarantees now 
cost about 13,000,000 gold marks a year. This 
sum covers considerable work in relation to 
restitution as well as reparation, and in relation 
to Austria and Hungary as well as Germany. 
It includes the expenses of the Netional Delega- 
tions, as well as the International anisation, 
and of the offices at Berlin, Essen; Wiesbaden, 
Vienna, and Budapest, as well as the principal 
office at Paris.

He 
believed that this Die-hard party, honest and 
eincere as it was, was the most dangerous 
elernent in the political life of the country. 

But now the great genius who presided over 
their destinies had done for them what they 
could not do for themselves, and had presented, 
to appease them, what they had eo long desired, 
his (Mr. Montagu's) head upon a charger. He 
asked the Die-hard party to give to the Prime 
Minister the support he well deserved from their 
hands 

Whatever a particular Government might do, 
the British people, he was convinced, were sym- 
pathetic above everything with the Indien 
poople, and at the hands of the British mm 
india would win. It was the Die-hards’ day on 
Thursday, and everything was done to make it 
a SUCCESS. 

He did not believe that his disappearance 
from the Cabinet meant any alteration in the 
Indian policy. He believed it had nothing to 
do with the doctrine of collective raimhre 
he beheved that it was ap effort to preserve 
this Government from the fate that must at- 
tend it if one of these wings crumbled. But 
that did not mean that an honest co-operation 
between Liberals and Conservatives was not one 
of the things for which they ought to atrive in 
ihe difficult times in which we lived. He pro- 
posed to take his seat in the House as a Liberal, 
believing in honest co-operation with that part 
of the Conservative Party which had demon- 
strated its willingness to co-operate. He should 
support this Government, or any other Go- 
vernment, when he thought it right. 

At the conclusion of his speech, the meeting 
passed a vote of confidence m Mr, Montagu.

SCENES AT A FUNERAL. 

Disgraceful scenes marked the passing of a 
funeral through the Greencastle district late 
in the ences, ” The funeral was that of 
Herbert Haggard, of Carl lane, who died on 
Wednesday in the Roys! Victoria Hospital from 
gunshot wounds. He was a well-known loyalist 
and the procession was largely composed of 
members of the Ulster Imperial Guard and 
the Orange Institution. It is not quite clear 
how the trouble arose, but as the funeral pro-. 
cession reached Greencastle, on its way to 
Carnmony Cemetery, considerable revolver 
firi took place. The mourners, as well ag 
the large crowd of people who were walehing 
the procession, scat in all directions, an 
took all available cover, and the greatest con- 
fusion and excitement prevailed. 

During the shooting, a man named. Hugh 
McNally, belonging to the district, received 4 
bullet wound, which proved fatal as he was 
being conveyed to the Mater Hospital. Thomas 
McBride, & milk server, was mar but not 
seriously. The Greencastle police telephoned 
for reinforeements, and a considerable number 
of police from the city speedily reached the 
soene, and their presence hed the effect of re- 
storing order. e funerals of several other 
victims of the recent disturbances took place 
withoet amy untoward incident. - . 

THE POLICE REPORT. 

The police authorities in Belfast report that 
arrangements were made for the funeral party 
of Mr. Haggard to proceed to Carnmoney burial 
ground ria York road, Fortwilliam Perk, and 
Antrim roed, which would have avoided the 
Roman Catholic area at Greencastle, but that 
a disorderly crowd accompanying the funeral 
insisted upon going the other way.

It is 
also stated by residents of the Greencastle dis- 
trict that several houses, including licensed 
premises, were ordered by those accompanying 
the funeral, to pull down their window blinds, 
and men in the streets were ordered to remove 
their caps as the funeral passed. 

The party of Imperial Guards, it is stated, 
returned t the city cia Antrim road, carrying 
a Union Jack. Greencastle village in the mean- 
time had been occupied by police, which arrived 
on Lancia and armoured cars. Unionists, who 
accompanied the funeral allege that shots were

WOMEN AND PRESENT-DAY 
PROBLEMS. 


Over our tea tables we hear all ihe problems 
of the day solved, Governments denounced, and 
the conditions of existing things described with 
the light-hearted detachment that can only 
come from. immunity from participation in all 
the things under discussion. It is a natural ir- 
responsibility born of the years when, voice in 
government being denied to women, they could 
but use it in derisive comment on their rulers, 
But it is about time this attitude of mind was 
put aside with the effete restrictions that caused 
it. It will take time for some women to realise 
their full responsibility to the State, but that 
some are beginning to do so was evidenced in 
the large attendance at the first annual meeting 
of the Irishwomen’s Association of Citizenship 
on Thursday last. This Association appears to 
embody one great essential, at least, of good 
citisenship—forbearance for the other citizen’s 
point cf view and respect for her right to it. 

I was extremely impressed by the prevalence 
at this meeting of mutual tolerance and good- 
will between women of widely different creeds, 
politics, and activities generally. One speaker 
commented on the meeting itself and this 
character es unheard of in Dublin before now. 
All agreed that to have come as far as the ex- 
change of hopes and ideas for the better work- 
ing of public life is a good step on the road to 
their fruition. Miss Canningham, in particular, 
made a stirring appeal for friendly co-operation 
i; and an understanding of the other person's out- 
jook or, perhaps, of that which caused it. How 
many, I wonder regard citizenship from her 
simple, high plane? She spoke of it as binding 
men one to another. Our municipal proceedings 
hardly suggest that: but, then, no one pretends 
that the responsibilities of citizenship are fairly 
shouldered with us. Jt is more pleasant to look, 
with Mies Cunningham, on the societies formed 
everywhere to do something for the country, 
even if we do not go the length of agreeing 
with what is proposed to be done. It is the 
fact that so many are willing to spend them- 
gelves in the country's service that is so hopeful 
a sign, and that we must encourage and foster. 


EDUCATION AND HEALTH. 


As one would expect, Miss Cunningham 
named education as the first asset to progress. 
Dr. de Burgh Daly, as naturally, placed health 
before overything else. Lady Dockrell aleo took 
this view. But it seems to me that, with educa- 
tion better, national health would follow “ as 
the night the day "—very much as the “ night 
the day,” in fact, as thie is an example of the 
interlacement that Miss Cunningham pointed 
out as permeating ali things. If, as she said, 
we allowed no desire of ease or comfort to 
prevent us from doing ovr “ bit,” our duties 
would be to care for the education, health, 
housing, necessary building, and the economic 
life of the country generally. And if that were 
done! . 

Lord Robert Cecil would have been interested 
and encouraged to see so many young girls at 
this meeting. Perhaps, this came about from 
the belief “that the Provisional Government is 

reparing to arrange that under the Irish Free 
Btate the franchise will be the same for women 
as for men. It should be so. Here, of course,

Amid further interrup- 
tion, the speaker declared that he fought as 
a soldier who loved his country, and wo 
fight again, if necessary. 

Mr. Diarmuid Fawsitt’s epeech was Íre. 

uently interrupted by scuifles, songs, and 
shots, and the proceedings closed with lusty 
cheers for Mr. Collius. 

Similar scenes were witnessed at No. 2 Piat- 
form, right from the opening of the meeting. 

Mr. Jennings, who presided, had just begun 
to speak when a group of men raised shouts 
of “ Up ‘the Republic,” and sang “ The Soldier's 
Song.” The din was deafemmng, and the Chair- 
man could not make himself heard. But the 
scene was transformed when Commandant- 
General McKeon appeared. The volume of 
cheers drowned the interruptions, when he de- 
clared that he was not going to be hounded 
down by four or five men. 

Then the interrupters sang “The Soldier's 
Song.” “Yes,” he said, “we. sang that when 
there was danger in singing it, and when we 
fought for what 1 meant. We are not going to 
be dictated to by Miss MacSwiney. These men 
are afraid to let the truth be told in Cork.” 
(Cheers.) 

During Mr. Finian Lynch's effort to speak a 
photographer, representing an American agency, 
appeared on the platform, and tried to take a 
photograph. An angry rush by the inter- 
rupters was made towards him, and one of 
them, levelling a revolver at him, ordered him 
to close his camera, an order which was hastily 
obeved. More shots were then fired, and one 
of them severed an electric wire, which hung 
limp from its standard. 

Portion of the crowd stampeded, 
were frequent scuiffles.

STEERING THE SHIP. 

MR. COLLINS AND 
VALERA. 

Mr. Milroy’s strident voice helped to restore 
order for a time, but shots again rang out trom 
a lane-way opposite. He retorted by saying 
that, Black-and-Tan arguments would not pre- 
vail against sane and soumd reasoning. — 

Mr. J. J. Walsh next spoke, amid frequent 
discord, but peace was restored by the oppor- 
tune arrival of Mr. Collins from No. 1 Piat- 
form. When the cheers which greeted his 
closing remarks. had subsided, the crowds 
quietly dispersed. 

In his principal speecn Mr. Collins evoked 
laughter by describing himself as one of the 
incompetent amateurs who, according to Mr. 
de Valera, had seized the helm of the ship of 
the Irish Seate, and had driven it on the rocks. 
While the captain was away from his ship im 
America there was a regular hurricane blowing 
at home, but somehow the incompetent 
amateurs managed to steer the ship safely 
through troubled waters. 

Accepting Mr. de Valera’s conception of a 
Republic as the democratic right of the people 
to rule themselves without interference from 
any outside power, Mr. Collins declared that if 
that definition was right, they could never 
have had a Repubiie hitherto. It was never, 
therefore, established, because it was only now 
by means of the Treaty that the interference 
by the outside Power had ceased. The enemy 
was going, if, indeed, Mr. de Valera and his 
friends would but allow him to depart. The 
people had now secured the democratic right 
to rule themselves, and, perhaps, it was 
he who should be exhorting Mr. de Valera 
and his followers to ean by that 
right and not to destroy it-—to cease foment- 
ing strife and making difficulties, and delaying 
evacuation. 

The disunion that they were causing en- 
couraged the cowardly element in Belfast to an 
orgy of bloodshed and ruffianism generally. Mr. 
de Valera and his friends were stepping into 
the shoes of the departing enemy by attempt- 
ing to prevent, in their autocratic manner, the 
right of the people to rule themselves. 

Quoting Mr. Berton, Mr. Collins went on to 
show that obviously they could not have had a 
Republic beforg the Trice. Having recalled 
the position of a year ago, and the negotiations 
leading up to the peace terms, he declared that 
had they been able to beat the British out of 
Ireland there need have been mo Treaty; but 
they had not beaten the enemy, and neither 
bad he beaten them. That was the plain posi- 
tion. 

They had made the enemy's ition in this 
country too uncomfortable, There were too 
many gloomy street corners in Cork and Dub- 
lin, too many ambush positions in the country. 
But even so, the enemy was not militarily de- 
feated, and they were not in a position to 
dictate peace terms. Therefore, they agreed to 
a settlement, and the Treaty was the written 
endorsement of the freedom which they had 
obtained. He made it plain to all the Pleni- 
potentiaries in London that he did not regard 
seriously the threat of immediate and terrible 
war. The only duress was thai which the 
weaker nation suffered against the stronger. 

On the British side there was duress, in that 
worldopinion pressed upon them to conform 
their practice to their prineiples, and on the 
Irish side there was the duress to accept sub- 
stantial terms when they were at the pinnacle 
of the greatest amount of success to which 
they could hope to reach in that particular 
national effort. Would any man in that as- 
sembly tell him that he would have refused to 
sign the Treaty, and would have committed 25 
sentenced men to death, dozens of others also 
to death, and the country generally to further 
bloodshed and destruction” He knew what the 
alternative was. 

Their opponents claimed that they alone 
were the custodians of the nation’s honour. 
and they suggested that the British Parliament 
still had power to legislate for Ireland. It had 
net, and their opponents knew it.

THE LANGUAGE OF MADNESS, 
It was a difficult thing to resume normal life 
after a struggle such as they hed had. It was 
difficult to change the eword for the plough- 
share.

SLIGHT FALL IN 
PRICES.

Except in the case of bread, butier, eggs, 
and milk, there has been no substantial reduc- 
tion in foodstuff prices since Christmas. During 
last year values fell gradually, until at the end 
of December they stood at 25 per cent. under 
those of 1920. 

Since the new year the downward trend of 
prices has been checked. They have fluctuated

FR the wishes - the 
majority. Milk has dropped from 10d, to 8d. 
per quart, and the price of butter has fallen by 
fully 6d. per Ib. Eggs, too, owing to increased 
supplies, are easier to buy, but the price is 
unstable; nevertheless it shows a big fall, 
ranging from 6d. to Is. per dozen, n this 
case the variation is seasonable. 

There has been also a decline in the price 
of cheese, but in the case of the best the 
change is very slight. Fresh meat and bacon 
fell, but rose again, and now stand at about 
December values. Tea has gone up from 2d. to 
4d. per Ib. according to quality, but, as the 
markets are now easier, there should be an im- 
provement here soon. e price of sugar re- 
mains unchanged, although the market has 
hardened, but sweets, confectionery, and 
tinned fruits have fallen. It would, however, 
require a good many more reductions to effect.

weekly budget. 

Onions, which cost 4d. per Th. at Christmas, 
cannot be purchased now at les than 8d. 
Parsnips, which during the ‘war could be 
bought for ls.

Turnips have advanced 
from 6d. to Is. per stone, but potatoes have 
remained more or less unchanged.

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RENT INCREASES. 


SUGGESTION THAT THEY ARE 
ILLEGAL. 


The Town Tenants League has received com- 
plaints from tenants in the City and County of 
Dublin to the effect that it was becoming im- 
possible for them to pay the “enormous in- 
creases placed upon them during the last three 
years by the English Rents Act. They suggest 
that the All-Ireland deputation which will seek 
an interview with members of the Provisional 
Government should press this point. 

Dealing with this question at a meeting of 
the Executive and -Central Branch of the 
League held in Dublin Isst Thursday, Mr. 
Coghlan Briscoe said that in his opinion a 
great many of the increases which tenants had 
been paying were entirely legal, and he 
thought the law agent might be instructed to 
send a case to counsel, with the view of ascer- 
taining could these increases be recovered. 
When the Renis Act was passed he and the 
late law agent were fully convinced that all 
tenancies must be legally determined before 
an increase could be asked from the tenant, 
and although the then court sitting in Dublin de- 
cided that notices to quit were not essential, 1 
had now been decided, and it was settled law, 
that notices to quit must. be served terminatin 
the tenancy before a legal increase can be pu 
on. 

Yearly tenants were entitled to six months’ 
notice to quit, served to expire on the proper 
day, and if these notices to quit had not been 
served at the time when the increase was esked 
for, in his opinion the tenants were only legally 
bound to pay their old rents. 

The Chairman (Mr. W. Field) said that tke 
point raised by Mr. Coghlan Briscoe was very 
important. The Town Tenants’ League was 
making great headway, and from all parts of 
Ireland they had unanimous approval of the 
proposed deputation to the Provisional Govern- 
ment. He observed with pleasure that the 
Dublin Corporation was adopting measures to 
compel property owners who allowed the dwell- 
ings of the people to fall into decay and become 
a danger to the health of the community to do 
their duty.
